A father of five faces deportation to Cambodia, 
a place he’s never been

enny Srey hasn’t seen her husband in 
a month. She isn’t even sure where 
he is. 

Since September 7, when Ched 
Nin was arrested during a routine check-in 
with Immigration and Customs Enforce¬ 
ment (ICE), he’s been shipped all over the 
country as part of a nationwide sweep of 
Cambodians tapped for deportation. 

The last she heard he was being trans¬ 
ferred out of a holding cell in Alexandria, 
Louisiana He thought he would be sent back 
to Minnesota, but he didn’t know when. 

‘'He got emotional, I got emotional 
because we hadn’t seen each other since 
he left,” Srey says. “...When he got taken, 
my family and I didn’t get to give him a 
hug, or anything like that.” 

Nin is marked for deportation because 
he pleaded guilty in 2010 to assault with 
a BB gun. A1996 law makes it mandatory 
to deport non-citizens with any criminal 


record, and removes much discretion from 
judges to evaluate their cases individually. 

If only ICE would listen, Srey says, they 
could see that Nin doesn’t belong in Cam¬ 
bodia. After all, he’s never been there. 

He was born in a Thai refugee camp to 
Cambodian parents fleeingthe Khmer Rouge 
genocide in 1979, when millions of people 
were murdered by communist revolution¬ 
aries. He was six when he and his family 
landed in Minnesota. He grew up a green 
card-carrying permanent resident. 

He now works as a carpenter to support 
two sons and three daughters. The youngest, 
14, suffers from a congenital condition that 
has required three heart surgeries. Doctors 
predict she won’t live past 25. Nin is also 
the primary caretaker of an elderly father. 
And, Srey says, he is the love of her life. 

Eventually, Nin and the other deportees 
rounded up around the country arrived 
at the Cambodian consulate in California, 


where they were interviewed about their 
lives and worthiness to stay in America. He 
may soon be put on a flight back to Min¬ 
nesota, where he will likely be imprisoned 
at the Sherburne County Jail. 

There’s no telling how long the deporta¬ 
tion proceedings will take. 

That Nin was not actually born in Cam¬ 
bodia, and has never seen Cambodia, may 
not prevent his deportation, says Katrina 
Dixon Mariategue of the Southeast Asian 
Resources Action Center, an organization 
that advocates for Cambodian, Laotian, and 


Vietnamese Americans. 

Since 2002, when Cambodia entered 
into a repatriation treaty with America to 
regulate deportations, nearly 700 people 
like Nin have been forcibly relocated to the 
country of their parents. Most are young 
men who were born in refugee camps and 
grew up in America. Many left behind wives 
and children. 

Nin’s attorney has filed a motion for 
relief on the grounds that Nin’s deporta¬ 
tion would subject his family to excessive 
hardship, -susan du

The $5,000 

Mystery Cheeks 

The strange case of an editor, a prostitution raid, 
and unexplained piles of money showing up in the mail 


ike Lacey exists in the abstract, 
more myth than man, for a lot 
of his former employees. 

By the mid-2000s, Lacey 
was at the helm of aminor publishing empire 
under the umbrella of Village Voice Media, 
a chain of alternative weekly newspapers 
that included the iconic New York paper, LA 
Weekly, City Pages, Phoenix New Times — 
the brash publication Lacey himself founded 
in 1970 — and a dozen weeklies in cities 
across the country 

Writers in places like Minneapolis and 
Miami learned of Lacey through stories that 
cycled down the corporate chain. 

He was demanding. He had a volatile 
temper. He made enemies and was fiercely 
loyal to the people he liked. He drank. 

There was also on-the-record proof of 
Lacey’s legend: His newspapers printed 
unforgettable stories with characters 
that burst off the page and stunning plot 
twists. These stories changed lives, cities, 
and occasionally landed their subjects in 
front of a judge. 

Lacey is involved in one of those stories 
yet again. He’s the main character. 

One former City Pages employee hadn’t 
given Lacey athought for years until Septem¬ 
ber 6, when an email arrived from Becker 
& House, an Arizona law firm. The email 
explained that its client, Michael Lacey, 
wanted the writer’s home address ‘Tor 
communication purposes.” 

The former employee complied. A few 


weeks later an envelope arrived in the mail. 
Inside was a$5,000 check. An accompanying 
note said its recipient was the “beneficiary 
of a gift” from Lacey, “as a small token of 
his appreciation.” It was the first “commu¬ 
nication” this person ever had from Lacey. 

This same experience has been occurring 
throughout the fall for former Village Voice 
Media employees. None can explain why. 

“It was pretty much the last thing I 
expected to get in the mail,” says another 
ex-employee. “I wrote back to the lawyer... 
and I said. As a journalist, I have to ask, 
is there something I should know before 
I cash this?’ And the attorney responded 
right away, and said something like, ‘No. 
It’s simply a gift from a kind man.’” 

The writer deposited the check, but didn’t 
spend any of it. It was too strange. 

City Pages reached out to Lacey for an 
interview on September 29. He hasn’t 
responded, nor have his lawyers. 

Last week, California Attorney General 
Kamala Harris announced the filing offelony 
charges against Lacey and business partner 
Jim Larkin, who are accused of conspiracy 
to commit pimping. A third man, Carl Ferrer, 
was apprehended in Houston and hit with 
felony charges of pimping a minor, pimp¬ 
ing, and conspiracy to commit pimping. 

The charges stem from the trio’s involve¬ 
ment in Backpage.com, a website known as 
something of a Craigslist for sex workers. 
Some say Backpage lets them work safely 
and discreetly, allowingthem to avoid pimps. 


Harris and other prosecutors say a high 
percentage of the prostitutes found on 
Backpage are underage, and that Lacey 
and Larkin — named as shareholders of 
Backpage — and Ferrer (its CEO) are doing 
a favor for the men who pimp these victims 
of sex trafficking. 

Backpage had formerly been a part of the 
Voice Media empire, a separately operated 
entity whose journalists were aware and 
wary of it, but took no part in it. In 2012, 
the company split in two, cleaving its clean 
(if struggling) newspaper business from 
the controversial personal ad site. Lacey 
and Larkin left the newspaper business 
and kept Backpage. 

Lacey and Larkin face up to six years in 
prison. Ferrer, who has a more hands-on 
role running the site, is looking at up to 22. 

In a statement issued on behalf of Back¬ 
page, the trio say their prosecution is “an 
election year stunt” — Harris, a Democrat, 
is running for a U.S. Senate seat in Califor¬ 
nia — and said the company would fight 
the “frivolous” case on First Amendment 
grounds, “as it has done successfully in 
other cases.” 

A third ex-staffer who took the check 
says journalists with “moral queasiness” 
are forgetting the old business model. 

‘You’d have to be pretty willfully ignorant 
not to realize that part of the revenues that 
went into your check on a regular basis were 
derived, at least in part, from marketing 
for prostitution.” 




Houston writer Lisa Gray said she got 
one, as did Paul Demko, a former City 
Pages writer now on staff at Politico, who 
tweeted a photo of the surprise bonus, writ¬ 
ing, “This is nuts.” A writer for D Magazine 
was aware of “seven people here in Dallas” 
who got checks, but named none. One of 
the sources for this story could think of 
close to 10 others. 

The only person ready to volunteer a 
guess is Pete Kotz, editor of City Pages, who 
worked in different capacities for Lacey 
over some 15 years. 

“He was the most generous boss I ever 
had,” says Kotz, who also received a check. 
“This didn’t surprise me, nor was it out of 
character. He’s a lunatic in the best way.” 

For now, all anyone has is a great mys¬ 
tery about a controversial editor — a 
larger-than-life character wanted by the 
law — whose employees were surprised, 
and then spooked, when he started sending 
them money. 

It’s the kind of yam people spin out down 
the years in barrooms, each turn more unex¬ 
pected than the last. Were he not its main 
character, it’s the kind of story Mike Lacey 
would’ve loved. 03

THE SHOCKINGLY NORMAL LIFE OF ONE TWIN CITIES PROSTITUTE 


ess Lang is sitting in a classy south Minneapolis pub 
eating a plate of cheese fries on the eve of Easter. Her 
thick red hair is tied back in a loose ponytail. She brings 
up Ishtar, the old Mesopotamian goddess of war, love, 
and sex, and repeats a popular but debunked theory 
about the origins of Easter. 

She winks and lets out a throaty laugh that envelops 
the room in a warm, lush vibe. 

Jess Lang is not her real name. It’s not even the name she uses as 
a Minneapolis escort, earning around $200 an hour giving erotic 
massages to both men and women. She asked that City Pages not 


use her real or assumed name because just the day before, she had 
announced online that she was finally going ‘'full service.” 

The response was immediate: On that night in early spring, she 
made close to a thousand dollars massaging and having sex with 
her clients. 

A conversation with Jess shifts fluidly from bawdy confessions 
C‘I suck cock like a champion”) to insightful ones. “Men and women 
out there are hurting,” she says. “I see where things are missing 
that we need to address, and aren’t, as a society.” 

She talks about her life before becoming an escort — twice 
divorced, former fundamentalist Christian. She divulges her real 
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name, demands secrecy, then admits most 
people who know her wouldn’t be surprised 
to learn of her profession. 

Jess seems like the furthest thing from 
a desperate girl selling her body under the 
coercion of a pimp. She is a self-professed 
outlier in this business, a middle-class escort 
who loves what she does and makes good 
money doing it. 

Yet Jess might not be as uncommon 
as she believes. She’s part of a growing 
international alliance of sex workers calling 
for the rest of society to understand their 
work, decriminalize it, and give them the 
same labor rights as people in other jobs. 

'You know what? I just happen to like 
sex. I like making money, and I really like 
getting to the core of somebody’s need, 
really finding out what’s going on inside 
that leads someone to me,” Jess says. "I 
don’t know why I am the way I am, but 
why can’t I just be that?”

he woman who would eventually 
become Jess Lang was born on 
the West Coast in the mid-1970s. 
She spent the first nine months 
of her life in a shack on the beach with her 
hippie parents. 

Jess was three years old when her parents 
joined a motley caravan of g 5 ^sies tree¬ 
planting throughout the American South. 


She remembers running around naked in 
a campground they shared with a dozen 
other families. 

But the family split up early. Jess stayed in 
the South with her mom, and her dad moved 
to the Midwest. 

Her mother did 
therapeutic 
massage. Dad 
found religion. 

After failing 
her first 
semester of 
college, Jess 
moved in with 
her father 
and joined his 
church. The 
fundamentalist 
congregation 
abided by literal 
interpretations 
of the Old Testament They offered the order 
and discipline 18-year-old Jess craved. 

"Honest to goodness, from day one this 
has been my testimony: I wanted the Bible 
to be true and I wanted to have a manual, an 
idea for how to have a more stable situation.” 

She dove into daily Bible study and regular, 
five-week seminars on the books of Daniel 
and Revelation, prophecy, and the end of 
days. She sought stability in a marriage 
within the congregation. Although she 


had been sexually active in college, Jess 
went through a re-birth in her church. She 
waited to have sex with her first husband 
until their wedding night, a tradition he 
insisted upon to cleanse her from her past. 

But not 
long after 
their wedding 
night, the 
foundation of 
Jess’s marriage 
began to crack. 
Her husband 
was controlling 
— sniping at 
her for being 
disorganized, 
and then 
disappearing 
to watch 
porn online. 
Meanwhile, 
Jess’s own sexuality was bursting at the 
seams. She filed for divorce after just four 
years. 

She started dating a man from the same 
church. Instead of waiting for marriage, 
she had sex with him a week after they 
began dating. The relationship with this 
man, who would become Jess’s second 
husband, was the beginning of her sexual 
awakening. First came a better sex life at 
home. Then Jess started dabbling in online 


sex forums and fetish sites. She posted nude 
photos of herself She sought out swingers 
and fringe groups who found anon 5 miity 
and community on the web. 

But all that newfound freedom brought 
its own set of problems. Jess’s husband 
discovered her online persona through a 
shared computer. When they fought, he 
would threaten to expose her interest in 
kinky sex to their fellow church members. 
When they divorced, after 15 years of 
marriage, he pressured Jess to give him 
full custody of their two children, promising 
to out her as a deviant if she didn’t comply. 

"He hit me pretty hard with the pictures 
and sex stuff when we were going through 
the child custody part,” Jess says. "And I 
never felt that that was a shameful thing. I 
don’t think my body is shameful.” 

Jess left the marriage and the church. 
Those first couple of years were tough. She 
was still bathing for custody and living with 
friends. She had no money and relied on 
her only marketable skill: massage therapy. 

That quickly changed. In 2012, Jess 
met a woman, an escort, who invited Jess 
to accompany her on one of her regular 
client visits. They went as a pair to the home 
of a disabled man, where they spent the 
afternoon making out and laughing. Jess 
kept her underwear on, but went down on 
the other woman while the man watched. 

"What stuck in my head was, I could 
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express myself with my body and with my 
passion and get paid for that,” Jess says. “It 
was good, just having fun. And it was really 
disappointing to know that something that 
comes so naturally to me, that it’s illegal.” 

Only a year after finding her calling as an 
escort, Jess met her current partner over a 
beer. Jess wasted no time telling him what 
she did for a living. 

“I remember saying, ‘so I do massage’ 
and he said, yeah. Then I said I actually 
do a little more than massage, and he goes, 
yeah. Then I’m like, my clients are really 
happy... and then I said, I suck dick too, and 
he’s like okay,” Jess says. “I remember the 
look on his face, he was completely unfazed. 
I just knew that this was gonna go fine.” 

“I didn’t care,” says Michael, her boyfriend 
of the last three years, who asked not to 
use his real name for this story. “It’s not a 
profession or industry that’s ever bothered 
me, you know, from consenting adults.” 

Both Jess and Michael have two children 
and share custody with their former spouses. 
The children don’t know the details about 
Jess’s work and neither do their respective 
ex-spouses. As far as they know, Jess is a 
masseuse and Michael is in IT. They share a 
nice house in Minneapolis and have invested 
in small businesses, as well as savings plans 
for retirement and her children’s college. 

When Jess comes home, Michael is 
usually waitingfor her with a drink or dinner. 


They quarrel good-naturedly and touch each 
other lovingly during conversation. They 
lead a normal life, they say, and there is no 
reason for anyone to suspect any different. 
Jess heads to her studio, Michael heads 
to his computer with a mug of coffee, the 
kids go to school. The mortgage gets paid 
and life goes on. 

Yetthe nature of Jess’s work always looms 
over them. They both refused to use their 
own names for this article and are careful 
about the kids finding out, or neighbors, or 
the rest of their extended families. 

Or, of course, the police.

he bottom line is this: Accepting 
money for sex is illegal in Min¬ 
nesota. 

But there are important 
distinctions the state draws between pimps, 
patrons, and providers, as well as between 
minors and adults. The police could come 
and arrest Jess in her studio, but as long 
as she is not engaging in sex for money in 
public, and as long as there is no “third 
party” or pimp involved, the chances of 
that happening are slim to none. 

That doesn’t mean what she does is legal; 
selling sex for money is a misdemeanor and 
carries a penalty of up to a year in prison 
and a fine of up to $1,000. But the state 
focuses much more of its resources on the 


trafficking of minors and, above all, the 
traffickers themselves. 

And ever since prostitution stings at 
massage parlors were discontinued last 
year after three cases in Hennepin County 
were dismissed due to police misconduct, 
the city has come to rely on licensing fees 
and regulations to combat brothels. 

So, in effect, Jess’s business slips through 
the dragnet. Both Jess and her partner also 
believe her position in the industry and 
her detailed screening process insulate her 
from criminal charges. 

“For the police, she is off the radar,” says 
Michael. “She doesn’t exist. The other girls 
of her caliber, on the same level, aren’t on the 
radar either. They’re not hurting anybody, 
they’re consenting adults, they have their 
own place, you don’t have a ton of traffic so 
there is nothing to tip anybody off 

“I don’t think cops are stupid,” Michael 
continues. “They’re not trying to go after 
people who are obviously nothurting anyone. 
They want to go after the pimps; they want 
to get the bad guy. And we’re not it.” 

The Minneapolis Police Department 
sees things differently. 

“Although this ‘independent worker’ 
wants to portray this as a business 
relationship between consenting adults 
with no minors or third parties, she is part of 
the systemic problem of trafficking,” MPD 
wrote in a statement to City Pages. “The 


Minneapolis Police Department doesn’t 
turn a blind eye to these transactions. In 
our efforts to combat human trafficking, 
we look at all cases of prostitution as part 
of the overall trafficking model.” 

Minnesota is unique in that regard. Most 
of the United States separates prostitution 
from trafficking, and regards pimps, patrons, 
and sex workers alike as criminals. In 
Minnesota, prostitution and sex trafficking 
are linked under statutes that culminated in 
the Safe Harbor Law, passed in 2011, which 
put into effect the No Wrong Door plan. 

The plan calls for a statewide network of 
safehouses and regional navigators who are 
trained to identify and help rescue trafficked 
minors. The law also designates women 
under 18 who are trafficked as victims, not 
criminals, and puts in place stiff penalties 
for those who are caught trafficking women 
of any age. 

“Our laws challenge this idea that 
prostitution is a harmless crime, or just 
a business negotiation,” says Beatriz 
Menanteau, staff attorney for the Women’s 
Human Rights Program. “Sex trafficking is a 
human rights violation and a crime, and that 
notion is built into our legal framework.” 

It’s difficult to get a clear picture of 
the sex industry in the Twin Cities. Not 
only are most sex workers reluctant to 
reveal themselves, but the numbers are 
constantly shifting. The statistics include 
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data sets as disparate as the trafficking of 
minority; Native, and immigrant women; 
state-by-state surveys on the exploitation 
of women under 18; surveys on escorts and 
women who post ads on internet sites; and 
the number of arrests for prostitution and 
soliciting prostitution in any given county 
over a period of time. 

Just a glance at the Twin Cities Backpage 
ads for escorts includes mothers from 
the outer ring, pairs of escorts ostensibly 
traveling from a different city, ‘'barely 
legal” petite girls (known as “spinners”), 
and “mature, busty” women dressed in 
bondage leather. Many pepper their ads 
with declarations like “no black men under 
the age of 40,” or “all donations are for time 
and companionship only,” and “by contacting 
me you agree that you are not affiliated with 
any form of law enforcement.” 

“Because of the nature of sex trafficking, 
it’s extremely difficult and even impossible 
in most cases 
to conduct 
research,” says 
Mary Beth 
Hanson, vice 
president of 
external affairs 
forthe Women’s 
Foundation 
of Minnesota. 

“You can’t just 
step into an 
industry that is so dangerous and violent.” 

The Women’s Foundation did commission 
the University of Minnesota to conduct 
research on sex trafficking in the Twin 
Cities. The resulting report, “Mapping the 
Market for Sex With Trafficked Minor Girls 
in Minneapolis,” was published in 2014 and 
is the most comprehensive look at who is 
being trafficked, by whom, and for whom. 

Jess is off the grid as far as the 2014 study 
is concerned. Her business model — an 
online presence, with a screening process, 
and a privately owned studio — was not 
even a footnote in the 118-page study, which 
focused primarily on escorts, pimp-run 
operations, and street prostitution. 

The study found thatthe majority of those 
trafficked and sexually exploited are poor 
girls of color—primarily African American 
and Native American — and the majority of 
traffickers are men of color. Buyers are of all 
ages and backgrounds, and more than one 
third of sexually exploited girls experience 
extreme violence and degradation. 

“The trauma of being trafficked has been 
compared to, and is considered in some 
cases to be even more intense, than those 
who have been in live combat,” said Hanson. 

Although there is no reliable statistic for 
how many minors are sold for sex in the 
Twin Cities over any given period, data 
obtained by the University of Minnesota’s 
study helped inform the No Wrong Door 
policy: Each night, at least 50 beds in safe 
houses statewide are made available for 
trafficked girls. 


The vast scope of sex trafficking in 
the Twin Cities was exposed last week, 
when a dozen people across the country 
were arrested in connection with a ring 
that stretched from Thailand to Belgium 
and across the United States. At least two 
individuals were arrested in Minneapolis 
after a two-year investigation involving the 
US. Attorney for the District of Minnesota 
and Homeland Security. 

“This cross jurisdictional, international 
case could easily have been passed over 
as simply prostitution, that these women 
were doing it by choice,” says Beatriz 
Menanteau. “The harm in using that lens 
is very clear when we peel back the layer 
and see the much greater harm that was 
going on here.” 

As this story went to press, California’s 
Attorney General announced felony 
pimping charges against Carl Ferrer, the 
CEO of Backpage.com. Two controlling 
shareholders 
of Backpage, 
which the 
department 
called an 
“online 

brothel,” also 
face charges 
of conspiracy 
to commit 
pimping. They 
include James 
Larkin and Michael Lacey, former owners 
and publishers of Village Voice Media 
magazines, including City Pages. 

Jess claims the women she associates 
with are “incredible businesswomen with a 
great sex drive,” who got into the business 
because they knew someone who taught 
them what to do and how to do it. That’s 
how Jess got her start. 

She was lucl^. The escort who introduced 
her to sex for money charged several 
hundred dollars and had amassed a loyal 
clientele of relatively well-off men whom 
she had grown to trust. Jess charges $400 
for an hour of full service. Backpage ads 
range between $150 to $300 for an hour 
of sex, but the fee can go as low as $80. 

“But then you’re getting what you pay 
for,” Jess says. “A girl on a mattress in the 
basement of some house, with a bunch of 
shady dudes hanging out.” 

Jess’s profile on an adult services website 
is accessible to anyone with a free account, 
but only fee-paying members are able to 
look at her photos and reviews, as well as a 
list of what Jess is and is not willing to do. 
Those items are expressed in acronyms like 
CB J (covered blow job, i.e. with a condom) 
and BBB J (bare-back blowjob, without a 
condom). 

A prospective client’s email to “Jess” 
is actually received and answered by a 
scheduler who works from home. The 
scheduler, who may be working with 
multiple “providers,” will craft a carefully 
worded response determining if the client 
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has ever seen a provider before, what type 
of service he or she wants, and a date and 
time to meet. 

If everything checks out and Jess feels 
it’s safe, she will provide the address to her 
studio and meet them at the door, in her 
words, “with just some black lace panties 
on, and that’s it.”

he door to Jess’s studio opens 
up into a small kitchenette and a 
view of the interior, dimly lit and 
shrouded in slightly transparent 
black curtains. The island in the kitchenette 
has a bottle of Bulleit Bourbon with some 
glasses next to it. Further into the studio 
two plush chairs separate the kitchenette 
from the back room, where the corner of 
a large soft bed peeks into view. 

“I like to sit here,” Jess says, pointing 
to the two chairs, “and have a drink and 
chat a bit.” 

Her clients are generally nervous, or 
excited, and instead of getting right to the 
sex, Jess likes to slow things down a bit. 

She likes the older clients best, the ones 
who’ve spent their lives in monogamous 
relationships, or alone, and are finally 
exploring their sexuality in their golden 
years. They have experiences and things 
they like to talk about. Like the old singer 
who made a living recording jingles for 


commercials. He’ll singto Jess for abit, and 
then they 11 slowly move from the chairs to 
the bed, undressing as they go. 

Or the Santa Claus character with the 
belly and the beard. One night he was lying 
on the bed going through her box of toys, 
when he pulled out a metal toy and said, 
matter of factly, “let’s stick this in your ass.” 
They both laughed uproariously. Then she 
took the toy and did what he asked. 

Another client came to her studio once 
and removed his coat to reveal a corset and 
garters. He asked Jess to put on a strap-on 
dildo as he bent over the bed. 

“Some of these old guys really don’t care,” 
she says. “They re like, J don’t know when 
I’m going to die, so let’s get freaky right now.’” 

As strange as it may sound, many of her of 
clients aren’t in it for the sex. They covet the 
therapeutic aspect of being with a woman, 
being physically touched, even just having 
Jess hold them. 

Sometimes they just want Jess to listen 
to a rant about work, or marriage, or kids. 
Men will reveal insecurities about size 
and performance, or admit that they love 
their wives but have no idea how to please 
them. Jess has found herself lying on her 
side listening to a man go on about the 
miscommunication ruining his marriage. 
She suggested a gentle kiss or gesture to his 
wife to show how much he cares. 

One man she gave advice to took off and 


drove three hours to surprise his wife, who 
was attending their daughter’s graduation. 
Jess never saw him again, which suits her 
just fine. 

There will always be other men in 
loveless marriages, men who are stressed 
out or lonely, older men who have lived 
conventional lives for decades only to realize 
late in life they’d rather wear dresses and 
be sodomized by a sexy woman. 

“The fact that this is such an incredible 
need should really be a wake-up call to our 
society,” Jess says. “Society needs to ask 
itself. Why is this so popular?”’ 

Anumberofpeoplewithmore progressive 
perspectives are askingexactly that question, 
and their answer is this: Sex work is not a 
crime; it is business or perhaps even therapy, 
and women should be able to do this work 
without fear. 

“Let me use my gifts and use them safely,” 
Jess says. 

Those perspectives have split the 
feminist movement into abolitionists and 
sex-positive activists. Both sides want to 
overturn oppressive, male-dominated social 
and cultural structures, but disagree as to 
how to go about doing it. 

Their debates are having an influence on 
criminal justice systems across the world 
and here in Minnesota, where Safe Harbor 
laws remove the target from a woman’s 
back and new task forces focus on pimps 


and brothels. 

An article published in March of this year 
in the New York Times Magazine delved into 
the feminist movement’s reactions to sex 
work and how criminal justice systems in 
countries around the world have responded. 

“The traditional feminist argument 
against decriminalization is that legitimizing 
prostitution will harm women by leading 
to more sexual inequality,” Emily Bazelon 
wrote. “The human rights argument for 
it is that it will make people’s lives better, 
and safer.” 

The article is tilted toward full 
decriminalization, the goal of sex workers’ 
rights activists. Only by respecting sex 
workers as a group and giving their voices 
credence can society be able to determine 
the right path forward. 

In a Ted Talk given in January, sex worker 
and sex-positive activist Toni Mac argues 
for much the same. Standing before a rapt 
audience, Mac succinctly lists the four major 
ways criminal justice systems treat sex work. 

The first is full criminalization, seen in 
the U.S. (except for Nevada, where brothel 
prostitution is legal in counties with a 
population of 700,000 or less), China, 
Russia, and much of Africa. The second is 
partial criminalization, in which buyers and 
sellers are not prosecuted, but third parties 
(pimps and brothels) can be; the third is 
the so-called Nordic model, in which only 
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buyers are criminalized. The fourth is fully 
legalized sex work, in places like Germany, 
the Netherlands, and Reno, Nevada. 

‘Tf you try to prohibit something that 
people want or need to do, whether that’s 
drinking alcohol or crossing borders or 
getting an abortion or selling sex, you create 
more problems than you solve,” Mac told 
her audience. ‘Trohibition barely makes a 
difference to the amount of people actually 
doing those things. But it makes a huge 
difference as to whether or not they’re safe 
when they do them.” 

The audience gave her a standing ovation. 

Beatriz Menanteau of the Women’s 
Human Rights Program is less enthusiastic. 
The problem with the pro-sex work anti¬ 
criminalization movement, she says, is that 
it is co-opted by those most able to make 
their voices heard. States must listen and 
respond to those most vulnerable in the 
sex industry, and create legal frameworks 
that meet those needs first. 

“We need to ask the question, are we 
creating a world in which everyone has the 
opportunity to live safely and with dignity,” 
she says, “or are we allowing a system to 
continue that relegates entire classes and 
races to limited options and choices, and 
then forcing them to make the best of it?”

J ess prefers to focus on what she 
actually does and with whom she 
is doing it. 

She shakes her head in wonder 
at herself sometimes — after the belly of 
an obese client rubbed against her clitoris 
and she liked it, for example, or when she 
discovered that she could conduct electricity 
with a “violet wand” and make a purple 
spark jump from her tongue to the tip of a 
client’s penis. This is abusiness, she repeats, 
and the most important thing in a business 
is customer service. 

“One of the things I always say to a client 
is to be present,” she says. “The past doesn’t 
exist, the future doesn’t exist, since I am 
with this person. So right at this moment 
we are the most important people in each 
others’ lives. 

“I see the looks on people’s faces when 
I tell them, right now you are the most 
important person in my life. Nobody hears 
that stuff, and it’s so simple to do. Nobody 
can judge you, nobody has an 5 l;hing to say 
about what we’re doing here except the 
two of us.” 

After playing with the metal toy, Santa 
Claus — who likes to wear red thong 
underwear — asked to be tied up. Jess then 
teased him and brought him to the edge 
with an oiled body massage, neck licking, 
and judicious penis fondling. When it was 
over, the old man purred like an oversized 
cat and nuzzled up to Jess for the remainder 
of the hour. 

‘When he’s with me it’s so sweet,” she 
says. “I can almost hear him say, ‘Oh my 
God! I get to touch somebody.’” 03

RED Food wants the “local” food movement to mean what it says

A typical dining experience in Any 
City, USA can easily go like this: 

You ask a server where the 
potatoes come from. The server 
may say, ‘Tm not exactly sure, but everything 
comes from a small farm right outside of 
the city.” 

You ask which one, and again, the server 
isn’t sure. So he scurries back into the 
kitchen. When he returns he rattles off 
the name of the farm. 

Katie Myhre says this very scenario has 
happened, and when she looked into it, the 
farm didn’t exist. 

“And an 5 rway, how could 'ever 5 d;hing’ 
come from one farm? It couldn’t. That’s a 
near impossibility.” 

A recent article out of the Tampa Bay 
Times made national news after food writer 
Laura Reiley audited dozens of restaurants 
in the area and found that the menus were 
packed with oversights, falsehoods, and 
downright lies designed to tell a feel-good 
story about local agriculture and food 


provenance. And what we know is, that 
article could have come out of almost any 
city in America. 

“‘Local’ can mean a lot of things,” says 
Myhre, “and consumers have been fed a 
lot of bullshit and brainwashing around 
that term.” 

Myhre stresses that she’s not trying to 
call out restaurants for such behaviors. 
They’ve identified that customers want 
“local” enough to use it in their branding. 

“Now,” she says, “we just need to get 
them to reframe the local’ to ‘direct’ and 
understand the real way to support farmers.” 

With RED (Restaurants Eat Direct) Food, 
that’s exactly what Myhre aims to do. 

Essentially, she’s asking chefs to buy 
directly from farmers, and to act as good- 
faith stewards between producers and us, 
the diners. And yes, she knows how busy 
chefs are. That’s why she created RED. If 
anything, she says, it should make their 
lives easier, not more difficult. 

The interface of the RED website displays 
two red boxes. One reads, “Farmers — Sell 
your harvest.” The other, “Restaurants — 


Find local ingredients.” 

An accompanying video on the website 
shows farmers in the field doing what they 
do, and a chef in a restaurant clicking on an 
interface that works as easily as ordering 
a book on Amazon. A farmer then drops 
the product at the door. Cut to a bustling 
dining room. 

It almost seems too easy. 

Myhre currently has about 50 farmers on 
board, many of whom create a list of what 
they can deliver, this week, to any given 
restaurant. All the restaurant has to do is 
get online at the end of the night, see whaf s 
available, and order. They could build their 
menus around this product. The farmers 
pledge to get it to the restaurants in the 
time frame needed. 

But very few chefs have signed on locally. 
Myhre figures it’s because of the culture 
surrounding “local” food as we know it. 

“The chefs want to see those farmers, 
shake their hands, and make those 
connections,” she says. 

The problem is, that’s not happening. 

“It’s a full-time job to have those kinds

of relationships with 20 different farmers,” 
she says, so they don’t. They may have that 
relationship with one farmer, and buy a 
couple of bags of greens or a couple of flats 
of tomatoes from him. They may name a 
dish after him, like ‘Farmer Ben’s tomato 
salad,”’ she says, by way of example, and 
then move on with ordering the remainder 
of their food from big distributors that deal 
mainly with large farms. 

“And you’d be surprised how much of that 
product comes from outside of Minnesota.” 

If you’re the sort of discerning diner 
who is concerned about eating food from 
around Minnesota, Myhre says you can 
look for these tells. If a particular farm is 
called out, say, on a cut of meat or a tomato, 
it probably means that particular item is the 
only one being sourced from a small-scale 
sustainable farm. 

“This is an incredible first step,” she says. 
“The restaurant understands that consumers 
are lookingfor locally grown product, which

is half the battle. Whaf s next is doing more 
of that, working directly with providers.” 

Our current food system doesn’t make 
it easy to connect them. Distributors often 
don’t work with farms below a certain 
threshold of production because it doesn’t 
make financial sense. Yet farmers who 
want to reach that production level and 
are working to get loans to expand their 
farms are essentially asked to prove that 
they have access to markets. It’s a catch-22. 

And, as smaller farmers attempt to bring 
their products to markets in traditional 
pathways, middlemen such as Bix, Sysco, 
and US Foods can chew up many of the 
profits along the line. 

RED’S prices are competitive for shopping 
chefs, and the money saved on middlemen 
goes directly to the farmer. The company 
isn’t currently trying to turn a profit. They 
operate on funding from awards they’ve 
won, including second place in the Carlson 
School of Management MN Cup. 

Whether or not the survival of the small 
American family farm sounds important to 
you, getting the food you love probably does. 

We don’t want to see our meat (or our 
eggs or our salad greens or our tomatoes) go 
away. And they could. Or at least the diversity 
of those things could. Small farmers grow a 
larger variety of crops on smaller land plots, 
while large-scale commodified farming 
often pushes high-volume production of one 
or two crops. As small farms are squeezed 
out of the market, you could be forced to 
say farewell to the 80 different varieties of 
heirloom tomatoes you love. 

As real a threat as this is, Myhre doesn’t 
like framing the RED Food mission with 
doom and gloom. “I’d rather think of it as 
an opportunity.” 

The opportunity she sees is this: to 
get small and midsize farmers the living 
wage they deserve, to get abetter diversity 
of product into the hands of chefs in 
an efficient manner, and to ensure the 


continued stream of good delicious food 
onto our plates. 

So, how do you, the consumer, avoid the 
stor 5 Telling, bullshit, and brainwashing 
around local food? It isn’t easy. Nobody wants 
to be “that customer,” the oft-lampooned 
Portlandiaesque diner asking for the first 
and last name of the pig on their plate. 
Myhre says her mom didn’t even want to 
send back a cold omelet at a recent dining 
experience. 

“If she feels funny doing that, how is she, 
or the average diner, going to begin to ask 
these other hard questions?” 

Myhre adds that most consumers aren’t 
holding chefs accountable for those “local” 
messages, and so the status quo of farmers 
not making living wages, and chefs not 
getting the diversity of true local product 
into their dishes, continues. 

RED’S got a clever logo that restaurants 
can choose to put on their menu or window 
indicating that they’re now buying “direct.” 
It’s a dinner plate/tractor wheel hybrid and 
it’s bright red. 

Why red and not green, which is the 
hallmark hue of virtuous foods? The green 
movement, like local, has been co-opted, 
Myhre says, and the S 3 mibolism is meant 
to get people thinking about food in a new 
way. In other words, don’t eat green, eat 
red. Don’t buy local, buy direct. 

As Myhre continues to pound the 
pavement, a number of restaurants are 
signing up, including the Birchwood, 
long a progressive leader in farm sourcing. 
Others include Blackbird Cafe, Cafe Ena, 
Costa Blanca Bistro, Breaking Bread Cafe, 
Prairie Dogs, Honey and Rye Bakehouse, 
and Salty Tart Bakery. Myhre continues 
to have meetings with chefs and farmers. 

Maybe soon, you’ll start to see that 
big red logo in restaurant windows. 
Maybe it will serve as an eye¬ 
catching, comforting replacement for 
what “local” has ceased to mean. 03

NATHAN HILL 

MAGERS & QUINN BOOKSELLERS 
St. Thomas professor Nathan Hill’s 
debut novel, The Nix, is big — big in 
size (625 pages), big in scope and 
ambition, and big in publishing. The 
Nix has gotten a wave of publicity, 
including a glowing New York Times 
review that casts it as ‘The love child 
of Thomas Pynchon and David 
Foster Wallace.” That hype might be 
a bit oversized. The Nix is neither as 
formalistic ally dynamic nor as cerebral 
as Wallace’s and Pynchon’s work. But 
it’s an enormously generous novel, 
perhaps more emotionally resonant for 
its lack of postmodern preoccupations. 
Hill deftly shifts between various 
narrative voices to create a sprawling 
web that connects Allen Ginsberg,

American Honey is footloose and plot-free

S hia Labeouf delivers the best line 
reading of the year — and pos¬ 
sibly his entire career — early 
on in Andrea Arnold’s vibrant 
youth movement of a film: “We explore, 
like, America.” 

If that inarticulate sentence doesn’t 
impress on paper, all the better. Labeouf’s 
dunderheaded uncertainty, slight drawl, 
and deliberate “like” all betray the fact 
that, though not our wisest emissary, 
he possesses a homespun wisdom 
unmistakably of its time and place. The 
same is true of Amen'can Honey. 

Labeouf’s Jake is speaking of the “mag 
crew” to which he belongs, a roving band 
of wa 5 rward teens and twentysomethings 
traveling through the heartland in a van 
to sell magazine subscriptions. When 
they’re not busy hustling issues of Vogue, 
they’re partying in whatever roadside 


motel they’ve shacked up in for the night, 
boys in one room and girls in the other, 
with no shortage of booze and mind- 
altering substances to help them unwind. 

Jake and his cohorts aren’t the heroes 
of the film, though — that would be Star. 
Played by Sasha Lane, a first-time actor 
discovered by Arnold while on spring 
break in Panama City, Florida, she has 
a diamond-in-the-rough quality that’s 
likewise emblematic of the film as a 
whole. 

In a scene that could easily have been 
facile. Star first encounters Jake inside 
a KMart as Rihanna’s “We Found Love” 
blares over the speakers. He catches her 
eye, she catches his, and so he jumps on 
the checkout line to dance as security 
guards come to escort him out. As with 
the “we explore, like, America” line, that 
probably sounds a little dumb. Up there 
on the screen, however, it’s an indelible 
moment — one of those arthouse/pop 


convergences that reminds you why you 
go to the movies in the first place. 

American Honey is the rare movie to 
invoke these United States in its title and 
actually earn it. It should probably come 
as no surprise that it wasn’t even made 
by a native: Arnold (who’s from England) 
brings an outsider’s perspective to her 
freewheeling road-trip drama, drawing 
out the alien strangeness of every pit stop 
and depressed neighborhood. Bees and 
other small insects make their way into 
every small space, usually seen in passing 
but ever-present, as these youths living 
on the fringes of society try to carve out 
a piece of the pie for themselves. 

There isn’t much plot to speak of. Star 
and the mag crew travel from town to 
town, state to state, occasionally making 
real money for themselves but mostly 
sharing open containers along with 
stories of what led them to this itinerant 
lifestyle. 


AMERICAN HONEY

But the film abounds in moments, 
evincing a kind of a lived-in naturalism 
thanks to the looseness of its construction. 
American Honey is experiential and real, 
like a documentary travelogue that 
happens to be marked by some of the 
year’s most arresting cinematography. 

It’s also one of three soon-to-be- 
released films that premiered at Cannes 
and run close to three hours in length 
without a single wasted scene. (The other 
two being The Handmaiden and Toni 
Erdmann; Arnold’s film fared best at the 
vaunted festival, taking home the Jury 
Prize.) See all three of these glorious 
movies for proof positive that reports 
of cinema’s death have been greatly 
exaggerated. 03

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A QUIET CAMELOT 

Guenevere rules the day

ichael Brindisi has directed 
Came/of three times in 26 years. 
The appetite of Chanhassen 
Dinner Theatres’ audiences 
for traditional fare has given the company’s 
artistic director an intimate familiarity with 
this musical. Brindisi keeps a tight focus on 
the story’s resonant moral themes, despite 
some challenges presented by the material 
and some distractions created by question¬ 
able production decisions. 

Lerner and Loewe based this medieval 
musical (1960) on T.H. White’s novel The 
Once and Future King (1958), a long and 
probing tome that portrays Arthur, Lancelot, 
and Guenevere as complex, adult human 
beings weighing the good of society against 
their own personal longings. 

The novel’s main conflicts are admirably 
distilled, though it sometimes feels like the 
writer (Lerner) and composer (Loewe) are 
wrestling with the constraints of their form: 
Weighty discussions are interrupted by 
sprightly (albeit sublime) musical numbers. 
Brindisi handles these shifts in tone using 
careful direction — with a troubled glance 
here, a telling pause there, we’re reminded 
of the stakes these characters face while 
they sing their droll songs of chivalry. 

Helen Anker’s Guenevere is so exquisitely 
poised, it’s like she was born into the role. 
Pitch-perfect in both singing and acting. 
Anker virtually writes a textbook on how 
to play this classic queen, despite the fact 
that “Jenny” gets short shrift in the script. 
Unfortunately, the two actors flanking Anker 
aren’t quite as magisterial.

Keith Rice succeeds in portraying Arthur 
as a fundamentally decent man who inspires 
his wife’s admiration if not her ardor. Still, 
when times gettroubled Rice tends to default 
to a stock grimace that makes it seem as if 
he needs Merlyn (David Anthony Brinkley) 
to whip up some magical Miralax. 

Meanwhile, Aleks Knezevich seems lost 
as Lancelot, especially once the character 
develops beyond the callow boasting that 
allows Knezevich to essentially reprise his 
role as Gaston inBeautyand the Beast There 
could not be less sexual tension between 
the confident Anker and the blankly pin¬ 
ing Knezevich. 

There are some goofyproduction choices, 
includingthe decision to stage the jousting 
scene as a sort of interpretive dance-off 
Choreographer Tamara Kangas Erickson 
does better with lithe Renee Guittar as 
the seductive spirit Nimue, though her 
mossy bodysuit looks like something Merce 
Cunningham might lounge around in at 
deer camp. 

The show is most compelling in quiet 
moments: when Arthur works out the 
inconvenient truth that leadership means 
sacrifice, when Guenevere casts a sly eye 
across the stage, when Lancelot is overcome 
by his realization of the miraculous gifts 
God has given him. Ultimately, the absorb¬ 
ing gravity of its stor 5 Telling makes this a 
Camelot worth visiting. 03

Meet Ahem, the life-affirming punks toeing the line between joy and sadness

T hebestpimkmusic 
is all about releas¬ 
ing primal energy 
and demandingto 
be beard, not so much elabo¬ 
rate guitar solos or drum fills. 

It’s abalancing act of dancing 
and rebelling, of saying tbe 
most with tbe least, stripping 
things down to tbeir bare 
parts and wringing out all 
tbe emotion. 

Minneapolis band Abem 
make punk-rock music — a 
grungy strain of it that riffs 
on the genre’s capacity to 
sound both light and dark 
at once. Or, as singer/guitar- 
ist Erik Anderson puts it, 

“happy songs that are really 
sad, or sad-sounding songs 
that are kind of happy.” The group, which 
played their first live show as a three-piece 
this past June, recognizes that ’90s-inspired 
fuzz-pop isn’t a revolutionary conceit, 
but they’re breathing new life into the 
formula with wistful lyrical nods to the 
past and surplus joy. 

“I’m always a pretty nostalgic dude, but in 
agood way,” Anderson says ahead of Ahern’s 
Friday release party for Just Wanna Be at 
331 Club in northeast Minneapolis. “Not 
in an T wish I was somewhere else’ way, 
but more like, ‘There’s a reason memories 
don’t leave you.’” 

A childlike fascination with the ordi¬ 
nary informs the debut EP, from the 
thrill of exploding fireworks contrasted 
with the pains of growing older (“Bottle 
Rocket”), to musing on the need for pro¬ 
tection (“Umbrella”) or a love that stings 
(“Honeybee”). It’s even apparent from 
the evocative cover art, which features 
Anderson’s five-year-old son shouting an 
ambiguous scream, one that looks either 
joyous or painful. 

“I think growing up sucks,” Anderson 
jokes. “Growing up is such a gift, and so 
many good things come from it, but it can 
also attack parts of you that feel precious, 
that felt a little easier and under the sun 
when you weren’t battling heavy things.” 


Ahembegan lastyear as a duo, with shared 
vocals between Anderson and drummer/ 
vocalist Alyse Emanuel. The project became 
an outlet to celebrate amid ever-changing 
circumstances, like Anderson’s shifted 
worldview upon the birth of his son and 
the death of Emanuel’s father. 

“There is something in all of this that I 
don’t know how to describe, but it’s like a 
balance of opposites,” she says. “It affects 
ever 5 Thing.” 

The EP tracks began as Anderson’s own 
folky experiments, and he says the chal¬ 
lenge of reimaging them with Emanuel 
allowed for musical growth. 

Those tracks would later be recorded as 
a wall of sound with producer/engineer 
Jordan Bleau, the force behind recently 
split garage-rock faves Frankie Teardrop. 

“[Bleau] seems to balance roughness and 
melody really well, no matter how heavy 
a band is bringing it, [as long as] the heart 
of what they’re doing is still melodic and 
poppy,” Anderson says. “The dude loves 
pop music to death.” 

Bassist Sam Stahlmann adds, “He doesn’t 
overproduce music, but he’s also not just 
letting it be live and raw. He has a really 
great balance of doing both, which is a 
very hard thing to accomplish.” 

Ahem worked their songs out in the 


basement of Emanuel’s parents’ house, a 
windowless bunker they say freed them to 
get weird without fear of judgment. Ahem 
then sent an earnest email to Twin Cities 
record label Forged Artifacts. The label’s 
founder. Matt Linden, was struck by the 
group’s sincerity. 

“When I make a decision [to sign] aband, 
it’s usually just really visceral,” says Linden, 
a confessed junkie for Clinton-era indie 
rock. “It’s usually just a snap reaction if 
something’s vibing to me. That was the 
case with Ahem — I wanted to know their 
story and how they got together, and why 
they started writing that music.” 

It’s easy for music that lives mostly on the 
internet to get lost in a sea of DIY releases, 
which makes tiny labels like Forged Arti¬ 
facts all the more necessary; they serve as 
curators for the Bandcamp generation. 

“I love working with bands from their 
inception, and having a hand on their initial 
growth,” Linden says. “Not only did I love 
[Ahern’s] music, but it was the perfect 
opportunity to try and help them make 
a good first impression — both in the city 
and nationally — and hopefully to make 
a big splash.” 

Although Stahlmann is not present 
on the EP, her addition caused the songs 
to shift and grow more intricately live. 


Chemistry was no issue, as 
she and Emanuel met about 
10 years ago through their 
other rock band. Cadence 
& the Wolf. 

“When Sam started play¬ 
ing,” Anderson says, “[the 
songs] really started sound¬ 
ing the way they always did 
even in our heads.” 

“Bottle Rocket,” the 
EP’s anthemic, shout-and- 
response lead single, is an 
ideal thesis statement for the 
band. In it, Anderson and 
Emanuel lament the pains of 
growing older and the fear 
of becoming an “apparition 
with a CV /All serious and in 
a tizzy.” They instead choose 
to live like a dazzling fire¬ 
work, even if they’re still kids 
“whose dreams are pretty 
hazy.” The apparent message? It’s impera¬ 
tive to hold onto one’s innocence in the 
face of never-ending hardships. 

“I’ve always been a fan of weird poetry, 
confessional poetry,” says Anderson, who 
has studied the art form. “My focus was 
on Scottish poetry, and the way that they 
love language is very unique and kind of 
obtuse in a way. They will often focus 
on very simple objects, and kind of play 
with it.” 

Playfulness is perhaps the most vital 
element to Ahern’s approach. They don’t 
take things too seriously or question the 
goofiness that can sneak into their song¬ 
writing. 

“It’s amazing how you can take some¬ 
thing, and just try to write about it in a 
weird, honest, unfiltered kind of way,” 
Anderson says. “What started to come 
out along with this buoyant music was 
lyrical content that felt kind of goofy 
and off the cuff, but it very quickly con¬ 
nects itself to things you care about.” 
The resulting Just Wanna Be compels 
listeners to see the world through the 
eyes of our younger selves. Consider the 
awe-struck, guitar-charged closer “Baby 
Bear,” a fuzzy promise that someday, after 
the darkness of hibernation, “the sun is 
gonna stun you.” 03
